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DRIVE TO HIT AT 
FAULTY VEHICLES... 

The car with the faulty brakes, lights, sig¬ 
nals, steering, exhaust, wipers, horn, tires or 
mirrors is the target of a road safety campaign 
to be conducted across Canada throughout 
May. Sponsored nationally by the Canadian 
Highway Safety Council, the drive will go by 
the slogan-title, "Check Your Car, Check Your 
Truck, Prevent Accidents", and is to have all- 
out support from provincial safety groups and 
the automobile, oil, tire and other industries. 

The drive is organized by the Council's 
committee on vehicle safety. With national 
co-ordination by CHSC, the promotion will 

have two main power sources - industries 

through dealers, and provincial organizations 
through community safety councils. 

Strong additional support will come from 
police who, in some areas, will conduct spot 
checks of vehicles on the highway. 

"The campaign will harness the trained 
services of garages, service stations and auto¬ 
mobile dealers to induce the motorist and the 
commercial driver not to postpone those neces¬ 
sary repairs which mean safe, confident, re¬ 
sourceful driving," said W. Arch. Bryce,' ex¬ 
ecutive director of the Council.

LEARN THE RULES OF 
WATER SAFETY... 

During the coming holiday week-ends it is 
safe to predict that some Albertan will make 
the headlines as a drowning fatcflity — With an 
increasing number of Canadians 'taking to the 
water' for recreational activity during the sum¬ 
mer months drowning tragedies are vieing with 
highway casualties for the front pages of our 
newspapers. 

More and more, boating is becoming a 
pleasurable pastime, for holiday-goers in Al¬ 
berta - A pastime that is resulting in costly 
loss of life. Last year boating accidents took 
the lives of 15 Albertans. Most of these vic¬ 
tims drowned during two holiday week-ends. 
Mcfct of these tragedies could have been avert¬ 
ed if the victims had learned and practised 
the rules of water safety. 

Red Cross Water Safety officials urge all 
hoi iday-goers to be "Water Wise" this summer 
and list the following rules to ensure "Fun 
Without Fatalities". 

For Safe Boating ... 

Don't go out in small boats unless you are 
a strong swimmer or are wearing a life jacket; 
Don't overload boats; Don't use a boat that is 
not seaworthy; Don't go boating in stormy 
weather; Don't stand up in a boat or canoe; 
Don't change places in a small boat; Don't 
leave boat if it capsizes, cling to it until res¬ 
cued; Don't shoot rapids; Don't use home-made 
rafts or logs as boats; Don't endanger your life 
and that of your passengers by "Show-off" 
tactics. 

For Safe Swimming ... 

Don't swim alone; Don't swim at unsuper¬ 
vised swimming places; Don't dive into un¬ 
known waters; Don't swim for at least two hours 
after eating; Don't swim when over-heated; 
Don't swim when over-tired; Don't swim too 
far from shore; Don't swim after dark unless 
familiar with swimming area; Don't "duck" 
or push bathers into water. . .

Forest Conservation 
Week, May 21 - 28 

During the past number of years 
a week in May has been observed as 
Forest Conservation Week. This pro¬ 
vides the opportunity to focus public 
attention on the importance of our 
forest resources and the need for 
every person who uses them for 
pleasure or profit to take a personal 
interest and responsibility in help¬ 
ing to protect them from fire. 

While we realize that many weeks 
have been set aside to mark a 
variety of activities, it would seem 
that giving some thought to our 
forests at a time of year when thou¬ 
sands of our citizens are looking 
forward to their holiday enjoyment- 
in them, is most appropriate. 

Approjdmately one-half of the 
lanrt area of Alberta, Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan is covered with trees. 


The forest industry provides work 
and wages from a harvest that 
supplies us with lumber, fuel, fence 
posts, plywood, pulp, paper, and the 
countless by-products of wood. Liv¬ 
ing and growing, our forests form 
our watersheds, governing stream 
flow for hydro-electric power, irri¬ 
gation, sport fishing and the water 
we drink. They protect farm soil in 
conserving moisture and providing 
protection from erosion. They are 
the home of our wildlife and the 
background of our recreation and 
the growing tourist industry. 

We could not live without trees, 
yet we are in danger of losing our 
forests through the carelessness of 
people—people who each year are 
responsible for 85% of all forest 
fires. Eliminate the man-caused 
'fire and the blessings from our 
forests are assured us and our 
children.
